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FOUNDER OF "NATIONAL HERITAGE CORPORATION" WILL SPEAK 
ON HIP ROOF HOUSE AT THE CANDLELIGHT DINNER 


With the Hip Roof House fund rais- 
ing underway, the time has come to 
hear the architect’s plans for our Bi- 
centennial Project. John D. Milner, 
A.I.A., distinguished restoration consul- 
tant and graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania Graduate School of Fine 
Arts, will give an illustrated talk on a 
variety of approaches to restoration 
work, from museum to commercial. He 
has formed the “National Heritage 
Corporation” in Chadds Ford, Pennsyl- 
vania which specializes in restoration 
and the adaptive uses of historic proper- 
ties. Mr. Milner prepared the Feasibil- 
ity Study on the Hip Roof House in 
1969 after preliminary investigation was 
made by Charles Peterson, F.A.I.A. 

Several years ago he was the archi- 
tect for the restoration of the 1683 
Caleb Pusey House in Upland and the 
1695 Thomas Massey House in Broom- 
all, both in Pennsylvania. These two 
houses are comparable both in charac- 
ter and original use, to the Hip Roof 
House. 

He was on the staff of the National 
Park Services’ Branch of Restorations, 
Office of Archaeology and Historic 
Preservation; and was a consultant on 
recent restoration work for Indepen- 
dence Hall.

Sections of the Circa 1900 clapboard 
siding have been removed in the above 
picture to show the surviving original 
vertical beaded board siding beneath. 

Architecturally, this is the most im- 
portant feature of the early section of 
the house and that which makes it 
unique. The beaded clapboard siding 
where it has been found installed over 
this vertical board siding was installed 
in 1790 and is relatively common in the 
18th Century frame construction. Later 
investigation may reveal enough of the 
original detail to restore its appearance, 
especially on the West Wall to its very 
early 18th Century character. . . .
